NO XMAS DELIVERIES 



A plea for early mailing of Christ- 
mas parcels has been made by Post- 
master Fred C. Patten. 

"Though special delivery let- 
ters and parcels, and special han- 
dling parcels will be delivered on 
Christmas day, there will be no 
regular deliveries on Christmas 
day," he said. "Parcels should 
therefore be mailed early in order 
that they might be delivered be- 
fore Christmas. 

"For a few days preceding 
Christmas the entire postal serv- 
ice is congested with several times 
the normal volume of mail. Early 
mailing scatters that congestion, 
and helps to avoid delay to your 
gifts. Parcel-post matter cannot 
be dispatched on the same trains 
that letters are carried on, but in- 
stead has to be sent to the various 
distributing offices throughout the 
counry, hence ample time is re- 
quired for the transportation cf 
the matter to such offices, and for 
distribution thereat. 

"Postal employees are under a 
heavy strain during the Christmas 
rush. Every package mailed ear- 
ly helps to lighten their burden: 
It is earnestly requested that gifts 
be mailed so as to reach destina- 
tion by Saturday, December ]9. 
If the gifts reach destination on 
December 19 there is ample time 
allowed the receiving post office 
to deliver them before December 
24. The slogan "Mail Early" 
means at an early hour on an 
early date. 

"Latest dates when to mail : 
For California and the Far West, 
Monday, December 7; for Rocky 
Mountain States, Tuesday, De- 
cember 8 ; for other States of Mid 
die "West;: .Wednesday, December- 
9; for Southern States, Thurs- 
day, December 10; for Ohio 
Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, Ken- 
tucky, Friday, December 11 ; 
for New England States, Sat- 
urday, December 12; for Mary- 
land, Virginia, West Virginia, 
North Carolina, Monday, De- 
cember 14; for New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Dela- 
ware, Wednesday, December 1 6 ; 
for Philadelphia City, Friday, De- 
cember 18. 

"Parcels must be carefully 
wrapped in cardboard and heavy 
wrapping paper and securely tied 
with strong twine to be insured. 



BUILDING NEARS COMPLETION 

The new building of the Merion 
Title and Trust Company, at Nar- 
berth and Haverford avenues, is 
nearing completion. All of the 
principal construction work is fin- 
ished and there remains only the 
installation of the vault and the 
partitions. 

The huge door for the vault is 
the one now in use on the old 
vault of the main office in Ard- 
more. A much enlarged vault has 
just been completed in the base- 
ment of the Ardmore structure, 
and it is believed that the task of 
moving the door may be begun 
very shortly. 

The erection of partitions and 
fixtures will be undertaken as soon 
as the vault is completed. It is 
expected that the new structure 
will be ready for occupancy 
shortly after the first of the year. 

The company has received 
much praise for its share in the 
improvements to the corner on 
which the new building stands. 
The southeast corner has been set 
back and rounded, and Haverford 
avenue has been widened over 12 
feet. The rocky, bumpy section of 
Avon road running to the east of 
the bank has been completely re- 
paved, in addition to new paving 
on the Haverford avenue side. 

William D. Smedley, owner of 
the Avon apartments also set back 
the corner of his property at Avon 
road and JHaverford avenue. This 
is now uniform with the other cor- 
ners at the lower intersection.

RETIRES FROM BOARD 



Preceding the stated meeting of 
the Board of School Directors on 
Monday, the teachers acted as 
hosts to the directors at a dinner 
party in honor of President Mc- 
Carter, who retires from the board 
after a term of service extending 
over a period of 31 years. 

At 6.15 o'clock the party of 28, 
including the five members of the 
board and 23 teachers, was ush- 
ered into the auditorium. Here, 
in the subdued light of many twin- 
kling candles, the party was seated 
at tables arranged in the form of 
a hollow square and decorated 
with ferns and attractive place- 
cards and favors. 

The bountiful repast, prepared 
by the domestic science classes, 
under the direction of Miss 
Eames, was served in faultless 
style by Misses Baughman, Clev- 
enger, Michaelsen, Robertson and 
Terry, members of Kiyugan Camp 
Fire. 

The feasting over, short, infor- 
mal addresses were made by 
teachers and directors, all highly 
appreciative of the long and valu- 
able service rendered the schools 
by the retiring president. 

Miss Wetherill, who has given 
22 years of devoted service to the 
schools, spoke most interestingly 
of the earlier period of the school's 
history and of Mr. McCarter's 
keen interest and enthusiastic ef- 
forts to build up an efficient school 
system. 

Mrs. Elsbree, representing the 
younger generation of teachers, 
referred to Mr. McCarter's earnest 
support of all progressive meas- 
ures, his helpful suggestions and 
his kind consideration for the com- 
fort and welfare of the teaching 
force. 

Mrs. Batch elor and Dr. King, 
speaking for the board, expressed 
deep regret that the board would 
no longer have the benefit of Mr. 
McCarter's long experience, wise 
counsel and able guidance. 

Following the addresses, Mr. 
Wilson, on behalf of the entire 
teaching force, presented Mr. Mc- 
Carter with a set of exquisite gold 
and enamel sleeve links as a mark 
of their esteem and affection. Mr. 
McCarter responded feelingly to 
this tribute from his friends and 
co-workers and spoke briefly of his 
experience as a director, tracing 
the development of the system 
from the simple one-teacher school 
of 30 years ago to the present 
complex and highly diversified 
organization. 

The spirit of good fellowship 
prevailed throughout the occasion, 
the memory of which will linger 
long in the hearts and minds of 
those who were privileged to at- 
tend this gathering in honor of one 
whose service in the cause of edu- 
cation and especially the Narberth 
schools cannot be measured by the 
usual standards of valuation.

The victory 
over Radnor closed what I consid- 
er one of our greatest seasons in 
many years, considering the fact 
that Coach Adams was making 
bis debut as coach and did not 
have much material to work with 
at the start of the season," said 
Pennypacker.

Where usually there was a pile 
of books, never less than 20, with 
pages to be pasted in, torn leaves 
to be mended and bindings to be 
reinforced, there was nothing at 
this time save the brushes, and 
jars of paste, and packages of 
mending tissue — all articles of her 
department equipment. It was the 
first time since she had undertaken 
the work that she had been able 
to "catch up" with its insistent 
demands. Every one rejoiced with 
her when attention was called to 
the clean desk. 

Summer-time — autumn — and 
Mrs. Harris once more at her 
desk. 

Books wear out naturally ; bind- 
ings, even those from some of the 
best publishers, are made to stand 
only the once or twice reading 
Accidents of various kinds happen 
and pages are torn. Pet dogs be- 
come interested in the new litera- 
ture, expressing their reactions to 
it in the only way known to them. 
All these things combine to divert 
the books from their natural chan- 
nel, which is in the direction of the 
readers, to Mrs. Harris' desk. 

And so, these days, her desk is 
always covered with books. 
Whatever her real feelings may 
be, she is one of those librarians 
who, not choosing her work, does 
whatever seems to be needed to 
further the interests of the library, 
and. her task is a difficult one. 
That it may not be unbearable, 
borrowers are requested when 
they have library books in their 
possession to treat those books 
with great care, to keep them from 
the rain, from soiled hands, from 
the restless activities of little chil- 
dren and of dogs, remembering 
that when books are being mended 
tli ere is not only the expense of 
time and money for the repairing, 
but there is the lost time during 
which those books are withdrawn 
from circulation and other people 
are thereby deprived of their use. 
Few people realize how much 
time is spent in mending books, 
or what skill is required. On any 
Thursday or Friday afternoon, if 
a woman is seen with a brush and 
paste jar, working on books at a 
high desk, once a part of a book- 
case, clown at the east end of the 
library, it is fairly certain to be 
Mrs. Harris, no longer on her 
vacation, but at her vocation. She 
will be glad to show any one who 
is interested the intricacies of her 
art, and more than glad to make 
suggestions on prolonging the life 
of any one's books.
